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Once  again  the  time  of  year  has  come  to  inform  ILNA  members  of  the  upcoming  elec- 
tion. The  board  seats  for  this  even  year  election  are  the  president,  vice  president,  secre- 
tary, treasurer  and  four  governors.  The  election  guidelines  and  the  status  of  the  current 
even  year  members  are  listed  on  page  7 in  this  edition  of  the  Digest.  ILNA  is  asking 
members  to  consider  possibly  filling  a board  vacancy.  With  Jim  Paicz  and  Bruce  Per- 
due running  for  executive  positions,  the  board  will  have  three  vacant  governor  seats  to 
fill.  I have  mentioned  in  the  past  that  ILNA  cannot  serve  with  the  same  board  mem- 
bers indefinitely,  there  needs  to  be  a changing  of  the  guard.  Please  give  some  thought 
to  giving  back  to  an  organization  which  serves  the  numismatic  community  at  large. 


At  the  winter  board  meeting  it  was  announced  that  ILNA  currently  has  433  members. 
This  is  an  upward  trend  which  we  would  like  to  continue.  Membership  fees  are  at  a 
modest  rate  and  in  fact,  have  not  been  raised  for  quite  some  years.  Regular  members 
can  apply  for  $10  annually  or  $18  for  two  years.  If  you’re  at  an  age  where  you  can  af- 
ford it,  life  membership  is  $200.  This  can  be  beneficial  --  for  example,  if  you  were  to 
pay  for  regular  membership  in  two  year  intervals,  after  eleven  years  you  would  have 
paid  $198  (11  years  x $18).  With  life  membership  the  twelfth  year  would  begin  to  pay 
off  because  no  more  membership  dues  would  have  to  be  paid  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 
Your  membership  with  ILNA  would  be  indefinite,  so  take  a moment  and  ask  yourself 
if  life  membership  would  be  a good  choice  for  you.  An  ILNA  membership  application 
can  be  found  on  page  46  in  this  edition  of  the  Digest  or  by  visiting  the  ILNA  website 
at  www.ilnaclub.org. 


Speaking  of  the  ILNA  website,  I would  like  to  inform  all  members  that  ILNA  has  two 
domain  names,  ilnaclub.info  and  ilnaclub.org  where  for  years  ilnaclub.info  has  been 
used  on  all  print  advertising  and  publications.  The  ilnaclub.org  domain  was  the  origi- 
nal website  but  was  not  owned  by  ILNA  - this  led  to  the  creation  of  ilnaclub.info  which 
has  been  used  for  years.  The  ilnaclub.org  domain  is  now  available  for  purchase  and  at 
the  winter  board  meeting  it  was  decided  to  purchase  ilnaclub.org  and  renew  it  for  ten 
years  while  renewing  ilnaclub.info  for  a period  of  ten  years  as  well.  During  said  period 
ILNA  will  gradually  return  to  listing  ilnaclub.org  on  all  print  ads  and  publications. 
After  the  ten  year  period  has  expired  the  ilnaclub.info  domain  will  be  dropped.  As  for 
now  both  web  addresses  will  route  any  user  to  the  ILNA  website.

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Early  American  Numismatic  Association 
Conventions  Held  in  Chicago:  Part  2 

By  William  Burd 


1920 


The  Chicago  Coin  Club,  which  was  less  than  two  years  old,  was  the  host  club  for 
the  1920  convention.  As  in  1911  it  was  again  held  at  the  Art  Institute.  Business 
meetings  were  held,  officers  were  nominated,  and  exhibits  were  on  hand  for 
viewing. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  exhibit  was  by  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Brown  of  North 
Tonawanda,  N.Y.  who  exhibited  one  1913  liberty  nickel  with  a label  proclaiming 
its  value  to  be  $600.00.  Eight  months  earlier,  at  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Chicago  Coin  Club,  Brown  was  elected  to  membership.  His  exhibit  that  evening 
was  a 1913  liberty  nickel. 


1929 


The  Chicago  Coin  Club  was  again  the  host  club.  Member  J.  Henri  Ripstra  de- 
signed the  convention  badge.  He  is  also  credited  with  manufacturing  the  badge. 
The  issued  badge  is  silver  plated  on  copper  and  has  no  lettering  on  the  reverse.  I 
have  a copper  badge  that  clearly  includes  lettering  on  the  reverse.  It  reads  “S.D. 
Childs  & Co.  Chicago”.  On  the  reverse  of  the  silver  plated  badges  in  place  of  the 
lettering  there  is  a depression  as  if  the  lettering  was  tooled  off. 

1933 


Henry  Ripstra  once  again  designed  the  convention  badge.  He  produced  200 
badges  and  included  his  name  on  the  reverse.  Total  cost  was  $130.00  and  they 
were  sold  for  $1.00  each. 

The  1933  Century  of  Progress  was  in  full  swing  during  the  Convention.  The 
committee  purchased  100  tickets  and  was  selling  them  to  attendees  at  cost. 

The  banquet  menu  was  rather  unique  as  it  listed  such  items  as  “Widows  Mite 
Cocktail”,  “Chicago  Coin  Club  Steak”  and  “Century  of  Progress  Salad”.  In  2014  a 
replica  of  this  menu  was  placed  at  each  place  setting  at  the  Chicago  ANA 
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1943 


In  place  of  the  usual  annual  convention  the  ANA  labeled  this  a wartime 
business  convention.  It  was  held  in  Chicago  on  September  11,  12,  and  13. 
The  ANA  constitution  and  bylaws  required  a convention  be  held  annually 
lasting  a minimum  of  3 days.  Attendance  was  not  encouraged  because  of 
restrictions  on  travel.  The  meeting  was  strictly  business  with  no  exhibits,  no 
papers,  no  bourse  and  no  social  events.  A badge  was  not  issued,  however 
the  convention  bar  with  year  and  name  of  convention  city  was  produced  and 
available  for  60  cents. 

Chicago  Coin  Club  member  and  past  president  of  the  ANA,  Henry  Rips- 
tra,  was  named  Chairman  of  the  convention  committee.  At  the  June  1943 
Chicago  Coin  Club  meeting  he  proposed  the  club  hold  a meeting  on  one  of 
the  ANA  dates.  September  1 1th  was  chosen  and  as  is  typical  of  the  club  this 
turned  into  quite  an  affair.  A dinner  was  attended  by  124  people  followed  by 
a club  meeting  with  178  members  and  guests.  After  the  meeting  an  auction 
was  conducted  by  William  G.  Rayson,  followed  by  a showing  of  21  exhibits. 

At  the  meeting  Mr.  Powills  announced  a convention  photo  would  be  taken 
in  the  hotel  lobby  on  Sunday.  In  October  he  announced  the  picture  was  still 
available  for  a remittance  of  $1.50.  Today  this  is  a rare  piece  of  memorabilia. 
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1944 


The  ANA  annual  convention  was  planned  for  Chicago  several  years  earlier  in 
order  to  jointly  celebrate  the  Chicago  Coin  Club’s  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
The  convention  was  held  August  26,  27,  and  28  at  the  LaSalle  Hotel  with  reg- 
istration of  190  people.  No  badge  was  produced  because  of  wartime  restric- 
tions. Instead  the  familiar  nameplate  with  attached  ribbon  was  issued.  The 
Club’s  25th  anniversary  was  celebrated  at  the  Saturday  night  banquet  with 
271  in  attendance.  A medal  was  issued  and  made  available  at  the  banquet.

ROLL  CALL 

President  Steve  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  1:00pm.  Also  in  atten- 
dance were  Vice  President  Andrew  Reiber,  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Treasurer  Bill 
Burd,  Chairman  of  the  Board  Steve  Butler,  Governors  Jim  Paicz,  Joyce  Paicz,  Kevin 
Timmons,  Richard  Prouty,  and  John  Stankus.  Brian  Jaskierski  and  Bruce  Perdue 
each  had  an  excused  absence. 

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT 

Steve  Harrison  asked  the  Board  if  they  read  the  minutes  from  the  fall  meeting 
which  were  e-mailed  November  17,  2015.  After  discussion,  Andrew  Reiber  mo- 
tioned to  accept  the  minutes  as  read,  seconded  by  Jim  Paicz,  passed  unanimously. 
Harrison  informed  the  Board  that  Fox  Valley  Coin  Auction  expressed  interest  in 
hosting  another  auction  at  the  2016  show.  Fox  Valley  Coin  would  like  to  change 
the  payment  agreement  for  2016  which  would  guarantee  ILNA  a $10,000  flat  pay- 
ment. The  payment  agreement  for  the  2015  show  guaranteed  $5000  or  2%  of  the 
final  hammer  auction  total,  whichever  was  greater.  During  discussion  it  was  sug- 
gested that  ILNA  receive  a final  sales  documentation  for  the  2016  auction  which 
would  give  ILNA  figures  to  negotiate  a contract  with  Fox  Valley  Coin  for  2017. 
After  discussion,  Andrew  Reiber  made  a motion  to  accept  the  $10,000  guarantee 
payment  for  2016  and  request  the  final  sales  documentation  from  the  auction, 
seconded  by  Richard  Prouty,  accepted  by  all  except  John  Stankus  who  opposed. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

John  Schikora  stated  the  four  executive  seats  and  four  governor  seats  are  up  for 
election.  Steve  Harrison  said  he  will  be  stepping  down  as  President  when  his  term 
expires  in  September  and  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Andrew  Reiber 
said  he  will  run  for  President  which  will  leave  a vacancy  for  Vice  President.  John 
Schikora  said  he  will  run  for  another  term  as  Secretary.  Bill  Burd  said  he  will  step 
down  as  Treasurer  and  is  undecided  as  to  serving  as  a Governor  which  will  leave 
a vacancy  for  Treasurer.  Kevin  Timmons  and  John  Stankus  said  they  will  run 
for  another  term  as  Governor  while  Jim  Paicz  was  undecided.  There  is  still  one 
vacant  governor  seat  on  the  even  year  ballot.  Schikora  suggested  May  13th  as  the 
deadline  date  to  receive  all  biographies  for  posting  in  the  summer  digest  which 
was  agreed  upon  by  the  Board. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT 

Bill  Burd  reported  a January  1,  2015  balance  ot  $91,510.00  with  added  revenue  of 
$56,669.00  and  expenses  of  $59,743.00  leaving  a December  31,  2015  balance  ot 
$88,436.00.  The  2015  balance  decrease  was  due  in  part  to  a low  revenue  intake 
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from  the  September  convention  and  a bad  credit  write  off  of  $6600.00.  In  whole, 
the  organization  is  still  in  a good  financial  state.  Andrew  Reiber  motioned  to  ac- 
cept the  report  as  read,  seconded  by  John  Stankus,  passed  unanimously  except  for 
Bill  Burd  who  abstained. 

LIBRARY  BOOK  REPORT 

Andrew  Reiber  said  ILNA  will  purchase  books  later  in  the  year  when  they  will  be 
at  discounted  prices.  ILNA  currently  has  enough  books  on  hand  for  distribution 
in  2016. 

BOURSE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 

Jim  Paicz  reported  the  2015  show  convention  had  a high  amount  of  theft  reported 
by  three  dealers  which  Paicz  felt  was  due  to  the  inadequate  performance  by  Ad- 
vanced Security  Solutions.  Steiner  Security  Services  was  presented  as  a new  secu- 
rity firm  for  the  2016  ILNA  convention.  There  rates  are  $23.50  per  hour  per  guard 
with  an  estimate  of  190  man  hours.  After  discussion,  Andrew  Reiber  motioned  to 
accept  Steiner  Security  Services  as  the  security  firm  for  the  2016  convention,  sec- 
onded by  Bill  Burd,  accepted  by  all  except  for  Jim  Paicz  who  abstained.  The  idea 
to  educate  young  kids  about  numismatics  was  mentioned.  After  a lengthy  discus- 
sion, John  Stankus  said  he  would  approach  two  schools  in  his  neighborhood  pre- 
senting the  idea  of  having  some  of  the  school  children  being  driven  to  the  ILNA 
convention  in  September.  School  bus  transportation  will  be  provided  by  ILNA. 
Steve  Butler  suggested  a voucher  ticket  for  a certain  dollar  amount  being  supplied 
to  each  student  which  can  be  used  for  purchasing  numismatic  items  from  partici- 
pating dealers.  The  topic  was  put  on  hold  until  the  spring  meeting  where  Stankus 
will  present  his  school  report.  The  topic  of  fund  raising  was  discussed  with  show 
sponsorship  being  a source  of  revenue.  Dealers  who  sponsor  will  pay  a certain 
amount  to  have  their  name  posted  with  certain  events  throughout  the  show.  After 
discussion,  Andrew  Reiber  motioned  to  form  a fund  raising  committee  which  he 
will  chair,  seconded  by  Bill  Burd  passed  unanimously.  Jim  Paicz  stated  there  were 
317  new  attendees  at  the  2015  convention  which  will  be  added  to  the  mailing  list. 
The  $25  table  increase  will  take  effect  March  1st  and  letters  informing  dealers  of 
the  increase  have  been  mailed.  To  date  there  are  63  table  sales.  Jim  Paicz  stated  he 
will  be  stepping  down  as  Bourse  Chairman  after  the  2016  convention. 

MEMBERSHIP  REPORT 

Joyce  Paicz  reported  that  ILNA  currently  has  443  members  consisting  of  179  reg- 
ular, 123  youth.  111  life  and  30  club  which  20  are  life  members.  At  the  2015  fall 
meeting  the  ILNA  Board  approved  a $500  grant  to  Rebecca  Jirka  for  the  ANA 
summer  seminar  classes.  It  was  brought  to  the  Board’s  attention  that  Miss  Jirka’s 
membership  had  lapsed  after  2013. 

Therefore,  the  $500  grant  has  been  rescinded  until  Miss  Jirka  has  renewed  her 
membership  and  is  in  good  standing  for  a period  of  one  year. 

WEBMASTER’S  REPORT 

Bruce  Perdue  e-mailed  board  members  suggesting  ILNA  purchase  the  ilnaclub. 
org  domain  name  and  renew  for  ten  years.  While  discussing  the  topic,  Jim  Paicz 
made  a motion  to  purchase  the  ilnaclub.org  domain  name  and  renew  for  ten  years 
and  renew  the  ilnaclub.info  domain  name  for  ten  years  since  all  of  ILNA’s  print 
material  currently  has  ilnaclub.info  listed.  During  the  ten  year  period  ILNA  will 
change  over  to  ilnaclub.org  being  listed  in  all  ILNA  print  and  publication  whereby 
ilnaclub.info  will  be  phased  out  by  the  end  of  the  ten  year  period.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Andrew  Reiber,  passed  unanimously. 
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YOUTH  AMBASSADOR 

Steve  Harrison  announced  the  two  current  youth  ambassadors  have  stepped  down 
from  their  positions.  ILNA  is  currently  looking  for  any  young  numismatists  who 
would  like  to  fill  the  position  and  publish  an  article  in  each  digest. 

ETHICS  COMMITTEE 

Andrew  Reiber  stated  he  has  put  together  a dealer  grievance  form  which  can  be 
inserted  in  the  dealer  package  which  is  handed  out  at  the  ILNA  show.  The  form 
(which  dealers  can  use  to  file  a complaint  against  another  dealer)  will  be  given  to 
Bruce  Perdue  so  it  can  be  compared  to  the  Central  States  form  which  has  been  ap- 
proved by  their  attorney.  Once  the  ILNA  form  is  deemed  to  follow  legal  standards 
it  will  be  inserted  in  the  ILNA  dealer  package. 


OLD  BUSINESS 

John  Stankus  said  he  approached  other  auction  companies  about  hosting  an  ILNA 
auction.  Before  they  will  present  a proposal  ILNA  will  need  to  provide  them  with 
final  sales  figures  of  all  auction  lots  and  agreed  payments  to  ILNA  from  the  most 
recent  auction.  The  new  security  firm  Steiner  Security  Services  will  be  responsible 
for  detaining  any  thieves  caught  at  the  ILNA  show.  They  will  follow  the  guidelines 
set  forth  by  ILNA  and  will  be  given  a list  of  individuals  currently  banned  from  en- 
tering the  show.  Steiner  Security  Services  will  also  go  to  court  on  behalf  of  any  out 
of  state  dealer  provided  said  dealer  will  press  charges.  ILNA  will  provide  a compli- 
mentary table  to  the  ANA  for  promoting  their  125th  anniversary  at  the  2016  show. 
The  topic  of  insurance  for  board  members  was  discussed  in  length  and  Bill  Burd 
will  get  quotes  to  present  and  vote  upon  at  the  spring  meeting. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

All  printed  material  for  the  Digest  needs  to  be  submitted  to  Angela  Timmons  by 
February  15th.  Bill  Burd  stated  that  Harlan  Berk  would  like  to  rent  ILNA  cases  for 
a show  he  is  starting.  The  Board  decided  to  decline  the  request  due  to  the  number 
of  cases  on  hand  not  meeting  Mr.  Berk’s  quota.  There  was  also  the  possibility  of 
cases  being  damaged  during  transport.  The  next  board  meeting  will  be  held  April 
30th  at  the  Schaumburg  Convention  Center  at  11:00am. 

ADJOURNMENT 

At  3:18pm  Andrew  Reiber  motioned  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Kevin 
Timmons,  passed  unanimously.

Central  States  Numismatic  Society 

Book  Grants  i 


The  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  has  awarded  a $5,000  grant  to  each 
five  researchers  to  produce  books  and  articles  about  numismatic  subjects 
ranging  from  the  national  motto  on  coins  to  the  signatures  appearing  on 
large-size  national  bank  notes. 

The  Central  States  authors  grant  program,  now  in  its  fifth  year,  has  awarded 
grants  to  26  numismatic  researchers.  To  date,  the  recipients  have  published 
15  books,  with  several  more  in  the  pipeline. 

Education  Director  Ray  Lockwood  said,  “Awarding  monies  to  numismatic 
authors  benefits  everyone  in  our  great  hobby.  There  never  can  be  enough 
numismatic  literature.” 

This  years  recipients  are: 


William  Bierly 

The  Origin  of  the  Motto:  In  God  We  Trust 

Bierly,  whose  exhibits  on  the  evolution  of  the  national  motto  have  placed 
high  at  American  Numismatic  Association  and  Central  States  Numismatic 
Society  conventions,  is  taking  his  research  a step  further  with  the  planned 
publication  of  a book  on  the  subject. 

Bierly  plans  to  use  the  grant  to  cover  research  and  travel  costs  during  the  next 
year. 

In  his  application,  he  wrote,  “The  purpose  of  the  book  I am  proposing  is 
to  illuminate  the  origins  of  the  motto  ‘In  God  We  Trust’  on  U.S.  coins  and 
currency.  I recall  reading  a quote  some  years  ago  from  David  Bowers  to  the 
effect  that  history  and  coin  collecting  often  don’t  intersect.  He  cited  a conver- 
sation with  a history  professor,  an  expert  of  the  Civil  War,  who  had  never 
heard  of  Civil  War  tokens,  a popular  collectible  series  among  numismatists. 

In  a way  the  professor  was  missing  an  element  of  what  everyday  life  was  like 
during  the  war  as  people  struggled  with  making  small  change.  It  also  reflect- 
ed the  larger  issues  of  how  the  war  was  being  financed  and  the  longer  term 
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impacts  on  coinage  and  currency  in  the  U.S.  This  story  of  the  motto  provides 
a perfect  example  of  that  intersection  between  history  and  numismatics  as 
both  the  study  of  the  coins  and  of  the  documentary  history  surrounding 
them  are  necessary  for  a fuller  understanding  of  the  story.” 

The  book,  he  said,  will  not  end  with  the  1864  placement  of  the  motto  on 
coins.  “Finally,”  he  wrote  in  his  application,  “ there  will  be  a chapter  dealing 
with  how  the  motto  has  fared  since  the  Civil  War  and  how  it  continues  to  be 
the  focus  of  controversy  and  strong  opinions  pro  and  con.  “ 


Kevin  Flynn 

The  Authoritative  Reference  on  Liberty  Seated  Quarters  and  Authentication  of 

Rare  Dates  and  Die  Varieties 

Flynn,  who  has  written  49  books  on  a wide  variety  of  numismatic  subjects, 
plans  to  use  his  grant  to  cover  photography  and  printing  expenses  for  two 
books  covering  Seated  Liberty  quarter  dollars  and  rare  dates  and  varieties  of 
several  series. 

In  his  application,  he  wrote,  “I  have  already  completed  authoritative  type 
books  on  the  Liberty  Seated  half-dimes,  twenty  cent  pieces,  and  dollars.  The 
Authoritative  Reference  on  Liberty  Seated  Quarters  is  the  next  book  in  the 
series  and  will  present  a complete  analysis  of  the  history,  individuals  who 
were  involved  in  the  creation  or  changes  to  this  series,  all  design  changes,  all 
die  varieties  including  multiple  micro  photographs  and  a detailed  description 
of  the  variety  and  all  diagnostics,  archive  letters,  and  a thorough  examination 
of  all  hot  topics  for  this  series. 

He  wrote,  the  objective  of  the  rare  date  and  variety  book  “is  to  present  the  top 
coins  and  die  varieties,  such  as  the  1916-D  Mercury  dime  or  1918/7-S  Stand- 
ing Liberty  quarter  and  to  present  close  up  photographs  of  diagnostics  and 
design  elements  such  as  the  date  and  mint  mark,  to  assist  in  identification 
and  verifying  that  it  your  coin  is  not  a counterfeit.” 

Peter  Huntoon 

Articles  on  Treasury  signatures  on  large  size  national  bank  notes 

Huntoon,  a noted  writer,  researcher  and  speaker  on  national  bank  notes, 
plans  to  use  his  grant  to  cover  travel  expenses  while  he  researches  signature 
combinations  on  national  bank  notes. 

In  his  application,  he  said,  “Treasury  signature  combination  collecting  faded 
in  popularity  after  John  Hickman  diverted  collector  attention  to  collecting 
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by  location  beginning  in  the  mid-1960s.  Town,  county  and  state  collectors 
could  have  cared  less  about  the  signatures  on  their  notes,  so  auction  cata- 
loguers and  dealers  stopped  paying  much  attention  to  them.  That  attitude 
is  passing.  The  entry  price  for  admission  to  serious  location  collecting  has 
shut  out  newbies,  so  some  of  them  - and  some  frustrated  seasoned  location 
collectors  - are  giving  Treasury  signature  collecting  a rebirth.” 

He  wrote,  “The  numismatic  community  has  determined  qualitatively  which 
Treasury  signatures  are  scarce  in  the  various  series  based  on  a feel  for  how 
frequently  they  have  gone  by.  There  is  no  publication  that;  (1)  explains  why 
given  signatures  are  rare  on  the  various  series  or  (2)  provides  a list  of  the  rare 
ones  by  bank,  series,  sheet  combination  and  serial  number  range. 

“The  reason  for  this  are  that:  (1)  the  job  of  figuring  out  which  combinations 
were  issued  in  which  series  is  tricky  and  (2)  screening  out  exactly  which  ones 
carry  the  rare  signatures  is  daunting  because  one  has  to  sift  through  52,000 
proofs  in  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  and  perform  very  sophis- 
ticated analyses  on  the  National  Currency  receipts  ledgers  in  the  National 
Archives  to  get  the  answers. 

“It  is  my  opinion  that  collectors  should  be  armed  with  definitive  informa- 
tion on  exactly  why  certain  signatures  are  rare  in  general  and  others  are  rare 
only  on  selected  types.  Every  possible  signature  combination  on  every  type 
should  be  determined.  Then  I believe  collectors  should  have  a definitive  list 
of  exactly  which  banks  issued  the  rarities  along  with  the  sheet  combinations 
and  serial  numbers.” 

Huntoon  plans  to  publish  his  findings  as  a series  of  articles  in  Paper  Money, 
the  publication  of  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors. 


Allan  Schein 

The  $2.50  and  $5.00  Gold  Indians  of  Bela  Lyon  Pratt 

Schein,  author  of  the  recently  released  Mexican  Beauty  - Belleza  Mexicana, 

Un  peso  Caballito,  said  the  grant  will  be  used  to  help  pay  for  printing  the 
book  about  Bela  Lyon  Pratts  incuse  $2.50  and  $5  Indian  head  gold  coins, 
minted  from  1908  to  1929. 

He  said,  “This  book  is  already  a work  in  progress.  The  granddaughter  ot  Bela 
Lyon  Pratt  has  been  gracious  in  allowing  me  extensive  use  of  archived  family 
documents,  including  more  than  1,000  personal  letters  and  numerous  photo- 
graphs heretofore  unpublished  in  numismatic  works.  Sadly,  Cynthia  Kennedy 

Sam  passed  away  June  8th,  2015,  but  was  happy  I was  writing  this  book  and 
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the  way  I was  doing  it;  with  significant  emphasis  on  her  grandfather.  In  part, 
this  book  is  a testament  to  her  extensive  work  as  the  Pratt  family  historian, 
as  without  her  years  of  dedication  to  preserve  Belas  legacy,  this  book  and  the 
story  of  a great  and  prolific  talent  would  be  incomplete.” 

He  anticipates  completing  the  book  next  spring. 

Gerald  Tebben  & John  Roberts 
Civil  War  Tokens  ofColumbuSy  OH 

The  book  by  Tebben,  numismatic  writer  and  editor;  and  Roberts,  coin  author 
and  VAM  expert,  builds  on  Tebben’s  1998  monograph  on  the  merchants  who 
issued  tokens  in  Columbus  during  the  Civil  War.  The  book  will  be  illustrat- 
ed with  photographs  from  Roberts’  of  every  known  die  marriage  as  well  as 
off-metal  tokens. 

The  book,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  first  quarter  of  2016, 
expands  beyond  the  city’s  nine  Civil  War  token  issuers  to  include  sections 
on  Merchants  Exchange,  a post-war  issuer  of  tokens  that  was  mistakenly 
included  in  the  first  edition  of  George  and  Marvin  Fuld’s  U.S.  Civil  War  Store 
Cards;  sutler  tokens  issued  for  Camp  Chase,  a massive  Confederate  Prison- 
er of  War  camp  on  the  city’s  west  side;  and  scrip  issued  in  the  names  of  the 
token  issuers. 

While  Columbus  is  well  north  of  the  Mason-Dixon  line,  the  city  was  home  to 
many  Confederate  sympathizers,  a circumstance  that  sometimes  complicated 
the  lives  of  some  of  the  city’s  token  issuers. 

Lockwood  noted,  “Central  States  prides  itself  on  its  many  education  pro- 
grams and  the  collectors,  clubs  and  dealers  that  benefit  from  our  efforts.”  In 
addition  to  the  authors  grant  program.  Central  States  provides  member  clubs 
with  grants  to  purchase  numismatic  books  for  schools  and  libraries  and  helps 
fund  speaker  fees.
